In 1873 a bill introduced by Senator 


Stewart of Nevada relating to the de 
velopmetit of the mineral resources o: 
the United States parsed both houses 
received the approval of the presiden 
and became a law of the land. That it 
was ^an equitable measure and gave 
general satisfaction id proved by the 
fa«t that it ha» stood unrepealed and 
auameuded for over twenty-one years 
This act remiireH an annual expenditure 
of $100 in labor or improvements upon 
every mining claim located under itfe 
provjfeioris lor which a patent has no1 
been procured. When .silver waa a1 
par, or even above $1 20 per ounce, 
there was tome inducement for pros- 
pectors who d'y< overed and located 
mining claims to develop them, and no 
complaint was made agums,t the law 
which required the annual expenditure, 
but of late years silver hao been declin- 
ing in pric»> until only the ilchest 
mines can \>c profitably worked, and 
"prospecting" has become one of the 
lofct artb. There is slight inducement 
for those who ijavo 
expended the 


amount of the assebnment required by 
law for many years to protect their 
claims to do the annual assessment 
work this year, and the owners of many 
such claims are financially unable to 
do HO, yet unless the expenditure is 
is made they io.se what they have ex- 
pended, as the i hums will be subject to 
relocation next January. 


In view of these conditions caused by 


the general depression in mining in- 
cident to the low price of silver, owners 
of uupatented mines throughout the 
mining region ask that the time for 
doing tho annual assessment work for 
this year bo extended. The Colorado 
Mining Exchange has memorialized 
congress to change tho assessment 
year from January 1st to October 1st of 
each year, and extend the period for 
making the annual expenditure for 
1893 from December 31, 1890, to Sep- 
tember 30, 1894, As this request is not 
uuroasoimble nnd the change in the 
assessment year from December 31&t 
to September 30th has been generally 
recommended, and a bill to make the 
change was introduced tn the last con- 
gress by Senator Stewart and pa&sed 
*bo senate, it is to be hoped the gold- 
bugs ol tho hou&e will make the con- 
cession.

been verified. The train came on here, 
the alarm was given and the sheriff at 
once summoned a posse and started in 
pursuit of the bandits.

A BAD LOCALITY. 


From 1867 to 1872 Kandallville and the 


adjacent country to the northwest was 
tho headquarters of the most desperate 
gangs of tram robbers, horse thieves 
and cut throats that ever infested the 
west. 
In the early 70's they had a 


regular system of robbing freight cars 
of the Star Union line, and opening 
cars en route and throwing out the 
plunder to confederates, the plunder 
in the aggregate amounting to vast 
sums. 
About that time thev veried 


the monotony by robbing the -Kendall- 
ville Bank. 
The gang had a strong 


political pull, and for a long time es- 
caped justice. 
Finally the citizens 


took the matter in hand and posses 
were formed throughout the section 
and work begun. In the conflicts 
which followed a dozen robbers were 
killed and a number of farmers wound- 
ed and twenty members of the gang, 
including the notorous Red Leary, 
were landed in the penitentiary. 


CHICAGO, September 
12. — General 


Superintendent Crosby of the United 
States express, declares that the total 
loss is less than $20,000. He says the 
robbers thought they were carrying 
away bank notes, but secured mostly 
paper, worthless to them, and over- 
looked $16,000 worth of gold bullion. 
He emphatically denied the report that 
$275,000 had been taken. The papers 
carried off by the robbers consisted 
mostly of settlements with agents, re- 
ceipts for money, legal papers, etc., 
done up in packages about the size and 
shape of bank notes and marked one 
thousand, two thousand and so on, to 
indicate the amount receipted for, etc. 
He says only five or six men were con- 
cerned in the robbery.

It is reported from Albion, Ind., that 


the robbers are surrounded by the 
sheriff's posse and a fight is in pro- 
gress, with indications that the robbers 
will be captured or exterminated.

ASSESSMENTS OX MUfXING CLAIMS. 


Resolution* Adopted by tUe Colorado 


Mining Exchange. 


Colorado miners are endeavoring to 


get the laws of congress relating to the 
annual expenditure on mining claims 
modified. 
The Colorado Mining Ex< 


change unaminously adopted the fol 
lowing memorial to congress on the 
subject: 


WHEREAS, The decline in the price of 


silver has seriously affected the mining 
districts in Colorado and other states 
in some causing their complete aban- 
doment by an industrious population 
compelled to seek employment else- 
where; and 


WHEREAS, The remaining residents 


are able to procure the necessaries oi 
life for themselves and their fainileg 
only by the utmost deligence and 
effort, and are thus absolutely pre- 
vented from giving attention to other 
matters of less immediately pressing 
urgency, and 


WHEHEAS, The annual expenditure ol 


$100 in labor or improvements upon 
unpatented mining claims, commonly 
known as "assessment work," required 
by law, is a burden which at this time 
cannot be borne by our rainning popu- 
lation and if enforced can only result 
in the loss of many of the valuable 
mining claims which they have pro- 
tected by the annual work required by 
law for years past, with, in many cases, 
extensive development work, and 


WHEBEAS, This assessment work is 


usually done during the closing months 
of the calendar year, under conditions 
of great difficulty and danger, and con- 
sequently with comparatively unim- 
portant results, 


Resolved, That the Colorado Mining 


Exchange, representing the interests of 
all the mining sections of the state, 
respectfully requests the senators and 
representatives in congress from Colo- 
rado to use their efforts to procure 
such enactment by congress at the 
present session as will provide that the 
year during which said assessment 
work is to be done shall begin on the 
1st, day of October and expire at mid- 
night of the 30th, day of September in 
each year, and that the period for such 
work for the year 1893 shall expire on 
the 30th, day of September, 1894, in- 
stead of on the 31st, day oi December, 
1893, as the law now provides.

California runners as Badly Hurt as 


Nevada Silver Miners. 


The San Francisco Chronicle points 


out how farmers as well as miners are 
affected by demonetization. It says: 


'Tiie goldbugssay it is only the silver 


producer who suffers from the effects 
of demonetization, but figures like 
these tell a different story. Between 
January 1 and September 1, 1892, there 
were shipped from this port 5,650,384 
centals of wheat which sold for $8,714,- 
877. 
From January 1st up to Septem- 


ber 1st of this year 6,756,621 centals 
were shipped, and their value only ran 
up to $8,038,973. In other words the 
farmers of California have thus far 
this year sold 675,904 centals more of 
wheat than during the corresponding 
period of last year aud have received 
$1,105,237 loss for then? gram. As the 
records of nearly a quarter of a century 
demonstrate that the price of wheat 
declines as the price of silver goes 
down the evidence is pretty conclusive 
that California farmers are being as 
badly hit as the Nevada silver miners."

Owing to the 
hard times, it did not bring enough to 
pay 25 per cent, of the liens. As ale- 
suit, his cash was exhausted and he was 
living on one meal a day. The future, 
he thought, looked very dark. 


The next to free his mind was a farm- 


er. His crop had to be sold below the 
cost of production. He was in arrears 
for two years' interest on his mortgage, 
and he was threatened with foreclosure. 
To make matters worse, there were 
thousands of idle men traveling ano 
looking for work. His kitchen table 
had been turned into a free lunch 
stand, for, as long as he had any grub 
in the house, he would not turn away a 
man with an empty stomach. He was 
wearing his last year's overalls, which 
had been worn threadbare, and the 
many patches on his raiment tole 
plainer than words of the stringency of 
the times. He thought, under present 
conditions, life was not worth living. 


The next man to address the motley 


gathering was a dealer in boots and 
shoes. His stock of boots and shoes 
was attached on account of debts which 
he owed to a Massachusetts shoe fac- 
tory. His haggared looks showed that

he was suffering for the necessaries of 
life. 
The future looked extremely 


dark, with nothing in store for him but 
privation, misery and death. 


After the shoe dealer, came the gro- 


cery merchant. He, also, was m the 
aands of a receiver. Owing to the 
hard times, his customers were unable 
to pay then* bills. This prevented him 
from meeting his obligations, and a 
receiver was the result. His money 
and credit were both gone, and he 
thought suicide was the only thing that 
would head off starvation. 


The last speaker was a miner. He 


had been working in a silver mine 
which was obliged to close down on 
account of the low price of silver. He 
had traveled several hundred miles 
foraging on the country. His hat was 
minus a crown, his overalls had been 
;orn to shreds by the sage brush and 
jrickly pear, and his worn-out shoes 
made him the very picture of abject 
joverty. He seemed to voice the sen- 
iment of the meeting when he told his 
learers that the cause of all the 
;rouble was our pernicious-^flnancial 
system. This country had become a 
province of Europe, whose bondholders 
and rhylocks were ruling with an iron 
land. The leaders of the two old par- 
ies were the paid agents of this money 
aristocracy, and if Eothchild and his 
>artners in sin didn't loosen their grip 
on the peoplo so they could make a 
decent living, there would be a revolu- 
;ion. 
It was very evident that his 


listeners didn't propose to starve to 
death in a land of plenty. 


After endorsing the Omaha platform 


and demanding that congress make an

;o furnish immediate work for the un- 
imployed, the meeting adjourned.

During the Pa»t Ten Tears Many New 


Drags Have Been Brought Into Service 
For Diseases and Complaints Which, 
Though Common, Were Hard to Treat, 
Only a few years ago coal tar was 


looked upon as a "waste product." At 
the present day^however, it is no longer 
treated as such, for through the almost 
ceaseless activity of the German chem- 
ists enough new remedies have already 
been obtained from coal tar to fill a good 
sized pharmacopoeia. 


About the first one of these products 


to attract any considerable attention was 
antipyrine, which made its appearance 
some 10 years ago and became popular- 
ly known during the epidemic of la 
grippe of several years ago. This was 
soon followed by antifebrin, which, al- 
though it had a new name, was an older 
drug than antipyrine, having been 
known for several years as acetanilid,- a 
name derived from the substances from 
which it was made. It is prepared by 
the action of acetic acid on aniline oil. 


The acetanilid is now used by many 


doctors in preference to antipyrine. The 
principal features in its favor are small- 
ness of dose, less danger of a depressing 
effect on the heart and cheapness. The 
price of acetanilid is hardly one-tenth 
that of antipyrine. 


Phenacetino is another drug of this 


class which has met with much success 
and apparently deservedly so. It has 
been used with excellent results in the 
treatment of influenza, the hypercesthe- 
sia or soreness of la grippe and rheuma- 
tism, both muscular and articular. 


The drat* is often combined with salo 


and quinine in the treatment of the above 
mentioned affections, and the results re- 
ported are invariably of a very satisfac- 
tory nature. 


Ono of the most interesting of the coa' 


tar derivatives is saccharin, a substance 
that is 280 times sweeter than sugar. The 
medicinal properties of this drug are an 
tiseptic and sweetening. As a substi- 
tute for sugar it is used in the dietary 
of gout, diabetes and all diseases in 
which saccharine foods are contraindi- 
cated, It has also been used to disguise 
the taste of medicines for children. To 
give ono an idea of the sweetening power 
of saccharin it is only necessary to say 
that one gr?,in of the drug will sweeten 
an ordina/y cup of coffee. 
If sugar were 


used at least a half ounce or a table- 
spoonful, would be necessary. 


In the treatment of mental disease t,ul- 


phouul is considered a very valuable 
agent. 
The drug could hardly have 


achieved success had it been introduced 
under its chemical name, which contains 
just two letters more than the entire al- 
phabet. Diethylsulphondimethylmethan 
is the " jaw breaker" by which it isknown 
technically. 


The value of sulphonal as a hypnotic 


seems to be pretty well established. 
11 


has been used with marked success in 
the treatment of sleeplessness caused by 
fatigue and worry. It is also said to be 
of equal service in cases of acute mania 
imbecility, melancholia, dementia, epi- 
lepsy, hallucinations and acute alcohol- 
ism. 
One observer stated that in every 


case treated "the slumber was accom 
panied by no disturbances of circulation 
or respiration and lasted from two to 
Sve hours or longer." From 15 to SO 
grains are usually given as a dose. Even 
in very large doses the digestive func- 
tions are not disordered, and there ar^ 
disagreeable after effects beyond a elighl 
drowsiness and a feeling of lassitude the 
nest day. 


In combination with hyoscine hydro- 


bromate, stilphonal is said to form a very 
good treatment for the insomnia and 
restlessness of opium habitues. When a 
coal tar product is introduce*!, it can al- 
most be taken for granted that one of the 
four medicinal properties is claimed for 
it. The four properties are antipyretic, 
analgesic, antiseptic and hypnotic. 


Trional, which hails from Elberfeld, 


Germany, is brought forward as a candi- 
date for therapeutic favor. It possesses 
the last named property. Brio of Bonn 
lias found trioual of value in treating in- 
somnia or h) steria and neurasthenia in 
cases of great obstinacy ai 1 which had 
failed to respond to any other treatment. 
Iu maniacal excitement and paralytic 
mania, ho reports excellent results in 80 
per cent of tho cases treated. 


Snlophen, although not distinctly a 


"coal tar derivative," is partly so. as one 
of its component parts, carbolic acid, is 
derived from coal tar. It is said to be a 
valuable remedy in the treatment of ar- 
ticular rheumatism. The dose is Irom 
15 to 20 grains three or four times a day. 


Tho very Litest in the long line of coal 


tar products is gallanol. It is prepared 
by boiling tarmin with aniline. It is in- 
troduced us r. substitute for pyrogallic 
acid, having the advantage of being non- 
toxic and noiurritant. In the treatment 
of skin affections it has been used with 
success. 


Cnzeneuve, the introducer of the drug, 


reports grea.t success in treating psoria- 
sis by painting the spots wjth gallanol 
suspended in chloroform and covering 
them with a solution of gutta purcha in 
chloroform, called traumaticin. —New 
York World. 


Choice Woods on tho Farm. 


There is money in the choice woods of 


the farm. A letter from a prominent 
New Jersey tool manufacturer offers $30 
per 1,000 for beech seasoned one year and 
J50 for apple wood. Birch, maple, cher- 
ry, elm and hickory also sell for much 
more than they are worth at the wood- 
pile. The wood must be sawed in some 
shape and can be sold in a great many 
directions, principally for making plane 
and other tool handles.—Detroit House- 
hold.

9.—Every person, tirm or association 
engaged in the business of selling goods 
wares, merchandise or other personal prop 
erty or real estate, at auction or public ou 
cry, shall pay quarterly for n license to 
carry on or conduct such business, fiv 
hundred dollars; or for a monthly license 
[which shall date from the first day of the 
month in which such license is issued] two 
hundred and iifty dollars, or by the day, for 
each and every day, that he or they shall b< 
engaged in such business, twenty-five dollars 
provided, however that any person may sel 
at auction or public out cry [where the same 
is not shipped in for the purpose of such 
sale] any such property in job lots and in 
limited quantities, outside and away from 
any place of business established, fixed or 
maintained for that purpose, by paying a 
quarterly license of three dollars-

Signals— Bell coll denotes to saddle. Bugle 
calls the horses to pout. 


The bugle call will be precisely five minutes 
afterthe huddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having 
cure of the unimal, that do iiothcml the horse 
out promptly at pofet signal w i l l bo iined. 


Nominations to all stakes inuM, be made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 1898. 


Entries for the running purses must be 
made two dajb preueding the ruce, before 6 
o'clock 1*, M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
nnmc to the Secretary in writing which they 
will btart the daj beloie the race at 8 p. M.

In purses and stakes, three horses of difl'cr- 
ent interests to cuter and stint or the race 
may be declared olf by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and wliere other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this1 rule, all 
horses that hu\e not won before .September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to .September Istsbal 
carry live pounds over scale w eight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all racew unless 
the conditlonx otherwiue stipulate, and must 
ie paid prior to weighing tho jockey out. 


Whpro there is more than one entry by one 
>ersoii, or in one interest, the particular 
torso they are tostait nnii-t be named by 6 
. M. of the day preceding the race. 
No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 00, 30 and 10 per cent, 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar~ the best 
three in li\e, unlebh otherwise Kpecified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves tho right to hold a 
less number than five to till, by the with- 
(drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided pro rutu. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable and in 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heuta. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follows 
68% to the first and W>/3 to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of auy person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accepts the decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rules to 
govern trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
Horse Association rules to govern all runnlnr 
races where they do not conflict with these 
conditions.
